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Remarks 



Applicant thanks Examiner Belyavskyi for the helpful telephone discussion on 
December 1,2003. 

Reconsideration of this Application is respectfully requested. 

Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 68, 70 9 79-93, 98-100, 104-108, 
and 1 10-120 are pending in the application, with claim 68 being the independent claim. 
Claims 69 and 121-129 have been canceled and claims 68, 70, and 1 16 have been 
amended, without prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter therein. These changes 
are believed to be consistent with the Examiner's suggestions, and have been made solely 
to expedite examination. Applicant reserves the right to pursue the canceled and 
amended subject matter in one or more continuing applications. 

The Examiner also suggested that claim 106 be amended to depend from claim 
104 rather than claim 105, because, according to the Examiner, fowlpox virus is not a 
type of avipox virus. However, Applicant's undersigned representative has verified that 
fowlpox virus is within the avipox virus genus. Therefore, Applicants have not amended 
the dependency of claim 106. 

It is believed these changes introduce no new matter, and their entry is 
respectfully requested. 

Based on the above amendment, Applicant respectfully requests that the 
Examiner reconsider all outstanding objections and rejections and request that they be 
withdrawn.
